Music in the form of song and 
tones from instrum ents lias been 
a part of the life of hum an beings 
ever since man was placed upon the 
earth 
Crude were the cries and the 
sounds at first but as civilization 
developed and grew, and beauty pos­ 
sessed the soul, music became one of 
the great assets of happiness 
We all know what Shakespeare 
thought of music and of the one who 
did not possess a love of it in his 
heart

May 2 <AP)—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt announced Friday 
th a t plans for voluntary registra­ 
tion of women for wartime activities 
ii ad been dropped. 
The chief executive disclosed this 
had been done after Paul V. Mc­ 
Nutt, in charge of mobilizing man 
and woman power for the war ef­ 
fort, had consulted women members 
of the Social Security board’s fed­ 
eral advisory council and had been 
told th at over the country there are 
more women who w ant Jobs than 
there are openings for them. 
The President Indicated to his 
press conference th a t the decision 
not to go ahead with a voluntary 
registration 
for 
women 
was

necessarily perm anent and th a t such 
a listing might be necessary at some 
future time.

w o m e n ,
